In the Treaty of Ryſwick, an unhappy 
Article not only left the Proteftant Intereſt 
ja gene ral neglected, but left Religion in 
ſome Places worſe than it found it, neither 
could it be ever retriey'd. We are now ne- 
gotiating the Civil Peace of Europe; but 
pray, Gentlemen, why muſt our Religious 
Concerns be left out? If we are able to de- 
mand what we pleaſe of France, and to oblige 
him to comply, that Argument turns very 
warmly upon us, if we leave out the Pro- 
tefiant Intereſt, When' it js plaia, Provi- 
dence puts it upen us, as it were to ſee, 
whether we will ſhew any Concern for it or 
no.
